Mr. Lampton’s Account. 


“The following is a verbatim report of 


the account given by Mr. J. N. Lampton 
of their arrest on the 16th of August and 
their treatment by the Nicaraguan authori- 
ties since that date. The statement is made 
in the presence of BE. D. Hatch, W. H. 
Brown, G. B, Wiltbank and other mem- 
bers of the party, who corroborate it in 
every panticular. They say that no accurate 
report has yet mn sent by the resident 
reporters in Bluefields on account of the 
fear they entertain of the Nicaraguan au- 
thorities. The data of this account are furn- 
ished by Mr. Taylor, of The Bluefields 
Messenger, who apparently, has gone to 
great pains in keeping records of every de- 
tail. 

“Mr, Lampton says. ‘On the morning of 
August 16th twelve of us, all residents in 


Bluefields and business men of more or. 


less prominence, were. notified by the chief 


of police in the service of the Nicaraguan, 


government that Dr. Jose Madriz, special 
commander for the Mosquito reserve, de- 
sired to see us. This call: was willingly an- 
swered, .it being the opinion that the 
commissioners desired to see us on matters 
appertaining to the causes that brought 
about the troubles in the reserve. On ar- 
rival at the government building we were 
met at the head of the stairs by armed 
soldiers, who demanded to know our busi- 
ness, and on learning it the officers in ccm- 
mand carried up our respective cards and 
we were at once admitted into the council 
chamber. Here we were notified to con- 
sider ourselves as prisoners of Nicaragua 
and a decree was read to the effect that we 
would have to proceed at once to Manazua 
to answer certain charges, and in case of 
refusal to go we would be expelled from the 
country. On inquiring the nature of these 
charges the Nicaraguan minister of war 
told us that he was unable to give them. 
Upon which eight of the twelve, including 
E. D. Hatch, William H. Brown and G. B. 
Wiltbank, elected to leave the country on 
the grounds that the Atlantic coast had 
been declared by the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment to be under martial law, and, there- 
fore, they were entitled to be tried, and 
were prepared, at the place of their arrest— 
Blufields. The others agreed to go to Mana- 
gua to answer whatever charges might be 
brought against them. We then asked for 
time to wind up our affairs, and it was 
agreed by the attorney general that three 
days be given us for that purpose. After 
consideration by the Nicaraguan officials, 
however, this concession was countermand- 
ed and wé-.were given one hour only to 
consult with our people, and this had to be 
done in writing with copying ink and a 
copy taken by the Nicaraguan government 
At this time we were all penniless and 
without extra clothing or bedding. This 
fact. was treated with perfect indifference 
by the Nicaraguan authorities. We were 
taken to Managua. From this point we 
were sent to Punta Arenas. We have never 
been informed of any charge or charges 
against ls} In fact, We are jist as well in- 
formed as when we left. Bluefields.’” . 


SKELETONS IN A CAVE, 


Horrible Discovery of a Young Ex- 

plorer in Tennessee. 

Bristol, Tenn., September 11.—Charles 
Rector and a boy named Morris, in explor- 
ing a cave near Seven Mile ford, Virginia, 
thirty miles east of this place, yesterday, 
discovered two skeletons forty feet be- 
low the surface. The cave has long been 
known, but no one had ever ventured to 
explore it, because of its great depth. The 
Morris boy was let down by a rope. When 
the find was reported a party of citizens 
went to the cave to investigate further. 
In all ten skeletons were taken out, and 
were adjudged to be the bones of men, 
women and children. One skeleton was 
found in a sitting posture, with the skull 
reclining on the arms, which were folded 
across the knees, 

Thus far there is but one way to account 
for the charnal house. Old citizens say that 
many years ago there was an inn kept 
near this cave by a man named Allen and 
that occasionally people who stopped there 
had mystericusly disappeared and were 
never heard of again. 
that they were killed in this inn, robbed of 
their valuables and then consigned to the 
cave. Some or the skeletons discovered 
were partially buried under stones and 
many of the bones were broken. Whether 
these stones were scales which fell from 
ovrhead or were placed there by a foul 
hand could not be positively, determined. 


SHOT BY HIS DIVORCED WIFE. 


A Lecomotive Engineer Seriously 
Wounded While on a Train. 
Philadelphia, Pa., September 11.—Clarence 
W. Clark, a prominent member of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, was 
shot and seriously wounded on a Pennsyl- 
vania railroad train, at Newark, 'N. J., 
Surday by his divorced wife. When the 
train slowed up at Newark the woman en- 
tered the car and shot him at short'range 
with a pistol. The woman suddenly left the 
car and stepped off the train. The train 
bed started before tha conductor knew 
of the shooting, and he brought the wound- 
ed man to this city. The divorce was 
gianted in New York on Thursday, and 
Clark was on his way to San Francisco

IP MAY BE A FORERUNNER OF VICTORY 


This Defeat Will Stir the Democrats 
: to Action. 


IS DANGEROUS 


OVER CONFIDENCE 


The Secretary ot the Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee Reviews Some of the 
Elections of Reeent Years. 


Washington, September 11.—(Special.)—To 
the few politicians who remain in Wash- 
aagton, the result of the Maine election 
was a topic of interesting discussion today. 
The democrats expected the state to go 
republican by about 20,000, but even the 
republicans did not look for such an un- 
paralleled victory as the returns this morn- 
ing indicate. Yet the democratic managers 
find some hope and consolation from the 
result. | 

Lawrence Gardner, secreary of the con- 
greesional campaign committee, is the only 
man in Washington prepared to speak for 
the democratic organization of the result. 

“The effect will in the end be of great 
advantage to the democrats in the ap- 
preaching election,” said he. “‘The early 
election in the state of Maine has always 
had a marked effect on the general result. 
I think that the election of Plaisted, demo- 
crat, as governor in 1880 defeated Hancock 
for president. The republicans were 
aroused to a sense of the danger that con- 
frented them, and from that day forward 
the action of the party was harmonious. 

Too Early to Predict. 


“Tt is hard to tell the outcome of an 
election thus far in advance. In 1892, the 
outlook for the democrats about this time 
of the: year was about as unpromising as 
it had ever seemed. I think if the election 
had been held in September, that Fresi- 
dent Harrison would undoubtedly have won. 
The turn in the situation seemed to come 
about the time of the convention of demo- 
cratic clubs in New York city, at which 
Mr. Cleveland delivered an address. That 
meeting was called for Tuesday, October 
4th. Friday night preceding it I .had a 
Icng and earnest talk with Mr. Cleveland 
on the outlook. We both agreed that it 
was very unfavorable. Four days in ad- 
vance of the convention it was not clear 
to us whefier the affair was to be a suc- 
cess or a failure, and we both realized 
that the success of the campaign gener- 
ally depended largely. upon the result of 
that meeting. The state had held a meet- 
ing only a few days previously; whith hac 
been a signal failure, so far as attendance 
was concerned. Tammany and the other 
local democratic organizations stood ready 
to turn out in a body and give us a crowd. 
But such action would have only localized 
the affair, and subjected us to ridicule at 
the hands of our political enemies. In 
view of the serious situation, it was Ge- 
cided that if the convention failed to suc- 
ceed, so far as pumbers were concerned, 
Mr. Cleveland was to leave New York, 
and po attempt would be made to make 
the convention a national affair.

‘Much to our surprise, however, it turn- 
ed out to be a great success, and from that 
day it seemed to me that the political 
tide turned in favor of the democrats,

China is Squeezing the People for 
a War Fund. . 


THEY HAVE TO SUBSCRIBE FREELY 


When They Refuse Their Property Is 
Confiscated—The Japanese Are Press- 
ing Their Enemy Hardin Corea, 


Washington, September 11.—A telegram 
was received at the Japanese legation to- 
day to the effect that an important treaty 
has been negotiated between Corea and Ja- 
pan, which authoritatively defines the rela- 
tions of the two countries toward each 
other and toward China. The object of the 
treaty is stated in the preamble to be the 
usual desire on the part of the emperor of 
Japan and the king of Corea to definitely 
fix and determine the attitude of each 
country toward the other, with a view of 
clearly elucidating the existing relations 
between China and Japan, which have been 
created by the request which the Corean 
government has made of the Japanese gov- 
ernment to compel the Chinese to evacuate 
Corea. 

To secure concentrated action for the 
more effective accomplishment of this ob- 
ject, this treaty of alliance between the 
two countries was signed at Seoul on the 
26th day of August by Mr. Otori, the envoy 
of Japan, and the Corean minister of for- 
eign affairs. The treaty consists of three 


articles: ‘ 
Article 1 defines the object of the alli- 


ance to be the strengthening and perpetua- 
tion of the independence of Corea as an 
autonomous state, and the promotion of the 
mutual interests of Corea and Japan by 
compelling the Clinese forces to withdraw 
from Corea, and by ooliging China to 
abandon her claim for the right to domi- 
nate the affairs of Corea. - 

Article 2 binds the Jananese government 
to carry on warlike operations against 
China, both offensive and defensive. The 
Corean government is bound by the article 
to afford the Japanese forces every possi- 
ble facility in their movements and to fur- 
nish them with supplies for provisions, at a 
fair remuneration, so far as such supplies 
may be needed. 

By article 3 it is providedth at the treaty 
shall terminate as soon as a treaty of 
peace shall have been eoncluded by China 


and Japan. , 
Jups Were the Aggressors. 

London, September 11.—A dispatch to The 
Times. from Wei-Hai-Wei today says that 
a committee composed of foreigners, after 
examining the fmeidents of the naval fignt 
of July 26th, declares that the Japanese 
were the aggressors. The Chinese, the com- 
mittee adds, were careful to avoid the ap- 
pearance of provocation, but the Japanese 
waylaid the Chinese, selecting a good po- 
sition. The Chinese senior ship escaped, 
making a running fight, while greatly dam- 
aging her pursuer. The second Chinese 
ship fought until her ammunition,was ex- 
hausted and two of her guns ere de- 
stroyed. The same morning, it appears, 
the Japanese arrived from Seoul and at- 
tacked the Chinese at Asan. These opera- 
tions were evidently well concerted. 

The Chinese fleet, according to The Times’s 
dispatch, is now collected at Wei-Hai-Wel, 
and is in perfect fighting trim. The Chin- 
Yuen has been repaired and is recruiting 
An excellent esprit de corps 
exists among the Chinese sailors and they 
are waiting orders to enable them to assert 
the supremacy of China in Corean waters. 

Johnny, Get Your Hair Cut. 

Continuing, The Times correspondent ca- 
bles that both the Chinese and Japanese 
armies in Corea are seemingly inactive. 
The Japanese have ordered the Coreans to 
cut their hair as a token of subjection. The 
Coreans refused to do so, preferring to fight 
for their liberty. 

A dispatch received here from Shanghai 
today says that advices received there trom 
various sources say that the Chinese army 
in northern Corea {s in a deplorable condi- 
tion. The Chinese generals are reported 
to have proved themselves to be grossly in- 
competent and the officers of the lower 
grades are discontented and disheartened 
while the rank ard file of the Chinese army 
are exhausted and dispirited. What roads 
there were in that portion of the country 
‘a month ago have been washed away by 
the floods, and consequently it is impossi- 
ble to transport guns, ammunition and food 
through Manichura into Corea for the Chi- 
nese army. Quantities of guns, ammunl- 
tion and food previously sent southward 
have been blocked in different parts of the 
country by the bad stcte of the roads, and 
the food and ammunition are said to be 
spoiling all along the rovte southward. As 
a result, food is becoming very scarce in 
the Chinese army, although they are doing 
their best to live on the country’s products. 
But the country is poor, and although the 
Coreans profess a willingness to heip the 
Chinese, they send in very little in the 
way of supplies. 

Chinese Stories Increase. 

According to the dispatches referred to 
the pretense of the Chinese naval activity 
is absurd. The Japanese are said to be 
maintaining such a strict biockade «.f the 
Corean coast that not even the smallest 
vessel.can get through. 

Hundreds of Chinese soldiers are report- 
ed to have died of want and exposure and 
much. sickness is said to exist in their 
ranks. 

On the other hand the Japanese are said 
to be much better prepared for active oper- 
ations. They have succeeded in keeping 
their lines of communication open and have 
pushed their forces forward until they are 
now threatening the Chinese flank. Tne 
position of the latter, with winter rapidly 
advancing, threatens to become untenable. 

Regarding the naval operations of the 
Chinese, The Shanghai patch says that 
orders were sent from Pexing over a fort- 
night ago for all the Chinese squadrons to 
concentrate in the gulf of Pe-chi-li, but 
it appears that these orders were never 
carried out, and it is now announced that 
the Chinese naval plans have again been’

Capital of the State. 

Helenx, Mont., September 11.—(Special.)— 
There is now a hot contest on in Montana 
as to which shall be the capital of the 
coming state—Helena or Anaconda. Helena 
is by far the larger of the two cities, but 
Anaconda is backed by an influential ele- 
ment, which knows how to pull the wires. 

In flourishing times, when the. smelting 
furnaces are in full blast, Anaconda is a 
place of note—in dull times, when the fur- 
naces are not in full blast, it is hard to 
find a cofporal’s guard of citizens in the 
town. 

Helena, on the cther hand, is a steady 
established city. But it does not seem to 
have such a hustling set of backers as 
Anaconda. As the name of the latter would 
imply, it strives to embrace within its 
folds alt the honors of a full-fledged city, 
and the race will be q@ie to the finish. 

In the old days, Virginia City, the his- 
toric miners’ paradise of bygone days, was 
the capital of the territory. the days of 
its boom more than $60,000,000 of gold was 
taken from the mines and guiches around 
it. But its day is past, and the two new 
cities are striving for the mastery. 

All the reports seem to point to Helena 
as the most favorable point, though local 
work may bring the capital to Anaconda. 

However the capital question may be 
decided, Heiena wilyahways be the metro- 
politan city of Montana, and Anaconda 
can never be anything more thah a smuky 
and disagreeable smelter town. Jf the 
capital is captured by Marcus Daly, the 
governor and administration officers will 
have to reside there, a statehouse will have 
to be built for the meetings: of the legisla- 
ture, which sits. for sixty days in two years, 
and these will be the only additions to the 
smelter town. When the mines are worked 
out, these emblems of the state government 
will be the only things remaining to keep 
company with the ruins of the copper 
smelters.

FULL OF) INACCURACIES 


Is What the Charleston News and 
Courier Says of a Dispatch. 

Charleston, 8. C., September 11.—A dis- 
patch from Baltimore, Md., last night, 
reporting the proceedings in the United 
States court in the injunction suit to pre- 
vent Governor Tillman from taking posses- 
sion of the arms of the Washington Light 
Infantry, of Charleston, contained so many 
inaccuracies of statement that it is neces- 
sary that some correction shall be made, 
Taking up the statements made in the dis- 
patch, The News and Courier will say 
editorially tomorrow: 

“This statement is absolutely untrue in 
every particular. The dispensary raiders 
did not pass ‘the line of offensiveness’ 
drawn by the citizens of Darlington and 
other towns. It was drawn at the 
threshold of their homes, and the raiders 
in Darlington did not attempt to pass it, 
and were not, therefore, molested in the 
conduct of their raid. They finished their 
business in the town after three days’ 
ftay, and were assembled at the railroad 
station to take the train when the fizht oc- 
curred in which they took so conspicuous a 
part. They were not ‘attaaked’ by any- 
body. There were not more than a half- 
dozen citizens, men and boys, at the sta- 
tion besides the regular station officials 
end attendants. Two young men got into 
@ quarrel, and fought; one of the raiders 
interfered in behaif of his friend, and with- 
out provocation or excuse for his act, shot 
and killed a citizen who was seated near 
the scene of the fight. This was the first 
shot fired, and it caused the general snoot- 
ing that followed immediately, in which 
several of the raiders and several of the 
bystanders took part, with the result that 
two of the citizens and only one of the 
raiders, not ‘a number,’ were killed. The 
rest of the raiders were not ‘put to flight;:’ 
they held the ground when the shooting 
was over, and then fled to the woods to 
avoid arrest for the homicides they had 
.committed. The local authorities sent out 
posses to capture them, which failed to 
find them and returned to their homes in 
a few hours. This was the extent of the 
‘uprising.’ 

“During the next two or three days Gov- 
errcr Tillman published a proclamation, 
declaring the people of two counties to be 
in a state of insurrection or rebellion, and 
sent a large body of militia to Darlington 
and Florence, under the command of two 
generals, both of whom were his partisans, 
and both of whom reported that they found 
perfect order prevailing in the counties. 
There was no resistance to the ‘guberna- 
terial’ authority from first to last, and the 
governor's action was taken without the 
application or approval of any local au- 
thority, and without the slightest warrant 
for it in the condition existing. He filled 
the capitol with his armed partisans at the 
same, time, remained closely guarded in 
his home for two days, and has since plain- 
ly explained his extraordinary conduct by 
the ridiculous statement that he believed 
his political opponents in the state were 
engaged in a ‘conspiracy’ to depose him. 
The ‘uprising’ existed only in his diseased 
mind, and the state of siege which he 
organized and sustained for a week or ten 
days for its suppression is now known as 
‘Tillman’s April fool rebellion,’ from the 
date of the publication of his proclamation. 
Some of the companies of militia which 
he’ ordered to go to Darlington refused to 
‘obey him. The Washington Light Infantry 
wag not among the number, however, so 
that the assertion that the members of the 
company “flatly refused to take up arms’ 
at his command is: as false as the other 
statements in the report.”’

About a week 
or two afterwards I was in that same room 
when I heard somé one enter the rooni ad- 
joining. I got up and looked through a 
hole in the door. I. saw Mrs. Henson and 
Wert in there. 

“She told him that she did not like Mr. 
Henson; said she could not get along with 
him, and, in fact, loved him (Wert) better 
than she did her husband. Then Wert ad- 
vised her not to quit him, ag his wife was 
an invalid and would soon die, and then 
he would be free to take her to himself if 
she would give her husband something and 
kill him. They falked on like that.”’ 

Renfroe’s testimony showed clearly that 
criminal relations existed between Wert 
and Mrs. Henson. ! 

One hundred witnesses have been sum- 
moned in the case and it will continue all 
the week.

Business Is Improving in Birmigham and 
It Is Noticerbie. 


PLANTS ARE BEING STARTED UP. 


Real Estate Is.in Demand Once More 
and the People Feel Confidence 
in Their City. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 10—(Speciah.) 
The general improvement in business and 
industrial conditions in Birmingham in the 
past month is almost phenomenal. For 
eighteen ths past the business men of 
Birmingham ‘have worn dissatisfied, anxious 
and careworn faces. They looked blue, and 
they were blue. Practically all of the peo- 
ple of Birmingham owe money. They are 
all borrowers and very few are lenders. 
They have built the best town in this sec- 
tion of the south, excepting Atlanta, within 
fifteen years and they had to borrow mil- 
liong of money from the east to do it with. 
Consequently they owe a great deal of 
money to eastern capitalists. As long as 
business conditions are natural the business 
men of Birmingham, who for energy, re- 
sources and grit, are not eclipsed even by 
Atlanta’s bustling citizens, have no favors 
to ask of amybody, but make money enough 
to pay their interest, a little each year on 
the principal aad support their families in 
the best of style. When a ton of Birming- 
ham pig tron is sold in Philadelphia for $15 
all of this amount excepting %, the freight 
charges, comes back to Birmingham and 
stays there, or rather remains until the in- 
terest on the manufacturing company’s 
bonds are due. A town which handles 200,- 
000 bales of cotton in a season gets about 
a dollar a bale out of it in warehouse com- 
press charges, etc. but Birmingham's 
staple is all produced right here and al- 
most all of the money that K-selils for is 
brought here. k 

Contraction Hurt Severely. 

A reduced money circulation and an un- 
settled tariff question had affected Birming- 
ham more perhaps than any other southern 
city. Everywhere else people could econo- 
mize personally and could make ends meet 
by this means, but interest charges re- 
mained the same, money continued to ad- 
vance and iron to decrease in value and 
some of the bravest-hearted *were almost 
beginning to despair.

came from Chairman Watson for a division 
of the election managers and that his resig- 
nation is due to his disagreement with the 
other members of the committee on this 
matter. 
Some Inside History. 

It has leaked out that at the last meeting 

of the state executive and campaign com- 


mittees there was a lively fight over the 
position which should be taken with regard 


to Colonel Watson's request that democrats 


should agree to give the populists a mana- 
ger at each polling place in the state, Chair- 
man Clay read the letter from Mr. Watson 
and then in a strong speech argued that 
the proper thing to do was to grant the 
‘request. He said that while he knew that 
heretofore the elections in Georgia had been 
perfectly fair and that there was no occa- 
sion for such a request from the populists, 
still he felt that in a spirit of fairness, 


and in order that the party might be far 


above all criticism, the proper thing was to

DUTCHER'S ATTACK. 


The Angasta Independent Sails Into 
the Government. 


AFTER JUDGE EVE OF THE CITY COURT, 


He Charges That the Rate of Taxation Is 
Exorbitant and Thattbe Taxpayers 
Are Oppressed. 


Augusta, Ga., September 11.—(Special.)— 
The sensation of today tn Augusta was the 
circulation on the streets of a pamphlet 
issued by Mr. Salem Dutcher, the indepen- 
dent candidate for state senator from this 
district. It is an attack upon the adminis- 
tration of county affairs, more in particular 
directly against Judge Eve. It starts out 
with, “What is the matter with Richmond 
county?’ The staternent is made that the 
population of Richmond county outside of 
the city has decreased. The population of 
other large counties in the state having 
large cities has increased outside the cities. 

It is held that Augusta shows the small- 
est increase of population of any of the 
large cities of the state. The going down 
grade is not attributable to the general de- 
pression. “Some blight is over us.” The 
pamphiet holjds that it is attributable to the 
public burdens imposed. Last year the 
state tax paid by Richmond county was 
$131,690.05, county disbursements $131,106.61, 
school disbursements $81,066.20, disburse- 
ments city of Augusta $516,276.83. Total $860,- 
138.69. Of this the city paid $777,147.83, the 
county outside the city $82,990.72—a city per 
capita of $21.32, a county per capita of $7.12, 
The United States government's expendi- 
tures are but $6.82 per capita. The pam- 
phiet says we rail against the extravagance 
of the federal government, yet here in Au- 
gusta the local government burden is thred 
times as great as the federal government 
burden. ' 

Mr. Dutcher attacked the present system 
of government in this county, which puts 
Judge Eve at the head of both judicial and 
executive departments and criticised the ex- 
pense account and alleges that the bulk of 
the increase thas gone in pap and patron- 
age. Mr. Dutcher wants the executive de- 
partment taken out of Judge Eve's contro) 
and placed in charge of the commissio.zers. 
In conclusion Mr. Dutcher writes: ‘This 
year the issue of its abolition has again 
been raised, and lo with one accord the 
office holder, the politicians, the men who 
fatten on the county patronage, the parti- 
gan press, now declare that the democratic 
party is in danger if the monarchical and 
costly system of county government in 
Richmond is asszailed.”’ >

The eager flames 
licked his face oe, ee His hair was 
burned to a crisp, and the man’s tor- 
tures must have been unendurable. 

But this humble hero thought of the 
thousands in the forests and their cer- 
tain doom if the rescue train failed to 
reach them. That was ‘enough for him. 
He gritted his teeth and pushed on, de- 
termined to make the trip or die. 

Jim got his train through, saved sev- 
eral hundred people, and made the re- 
turn trip. He is more dead than alive, 
but the doctors say that he has a fight- 
ing chance for his life. If he lives he will 
bear many a scar, but there are people 
in Minnesota who will feel like kissing 
every scar whenever they meet the man 
who went through a baptism of fire to 
save them. 

There is some genuine heroism still 
left in the world, and it is not monopo- 
lized by any one class.

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A Step Too Far. 

The federal officials who are respon- 
sible for the arrest of Governor Stone 
and the auditor and treasurer of Missis- 
sippi, on the charge of feloniously issu- 
ing money in the semblance of United 
States notes, have gone a step too far. 

Gevernor Stone did his duty im exe- 
cuting a state law which provided for 
the issue of small treasury warrauts. It 
would have been better to have made 
the warrants entirely different in their 
appearance from United States notes, 
but that is really-a smal matter. They 
were not counterfeits, and they were 
not intended to defraud the federal gov- 
ernment er the people who were willing 
to aecept them. 

The proper course for the federal au- 
thorities would have been to make a 
civil case and thus test the right of the 
state to issue warrants designed to cir- 
culate as a local currency. An adverse 
decision of the supreme court would 
have settled the matter finally. But it 
seems that somebody wanted to humil- 
iate the governor of a sovereign state by 
treating him like a common felon, and 
Governor Stone was arrested on a erim- 
inal charge. 

Suppose the governor should be con- 
victed? Is it the purpose of the feral 
authorities: to send him to a United 
States prison in Ohio or New York? We 
hardly think they will, and it strikes 
us that if such a situation should con- 
front them they will hasten to pull out 
of the disgraceful consequences of their 
blunder. 

The whole proceeding is stupid, and 
apparently malicious. If Attorney Gen- 
eral Olney is responsible for it he has 
demonstrated his unfitness for his high 
position, and an overwhelming demand 
should go up for his resignation.

In spite of these facts, however, the num- 
ber of supretie court judges is still kept at 
three, less than are found in amy other 
southern state of the same population and 
commercial importance. The people who 
ate to voté upon the amendment will do 
well to ponder upon these facts before de- 
ciding to cast an advérse vote. 


Columbus Ledger: The amendment to the 
constitution providing for an increase of 
the supreme court judiciary deserves success 
at the hands of the voters of Georgia.

The cheapest 
press he claims can be made for $300, and 
the fastest oné for even a less sum than 
costs $45,000. As stated, Mr. Brooks’s 
hew machine increases the speed of print- 
ing four fold ang decreases the cost of 
the machinery. more than twenty fold. The 
country presses that are now in use print 


hour; and cost from $1,000 up to $5,000. Hoe 
& Co., of New York, manufacture a press 
which prints 24,000 papers per hour, but 
costs $45,000. As stated, Mr, Brooks’s 
machine is the very embodiment of simplic- 
ity, and can be opéruted by any one who 
can woftk @ sorghum mill It is as simple 
and cheap as the old Washington press, 
which places it within the reach of the 
newspapér world. This hew invention 60 
increases the speed and lesseng the cost of 
printing that it will enable publishers. to 
increase the circulation of.their periodicals 
and to reduce thé price of them to that 
extent that many believe it will revolution- 
ize the trade. Mr. Brooks says he has been

Bermuda Gruss. 

Editor Constituton: I was greatly grati- 
fled to se} your editorial on bermuda grass 
in your issue this morning. Grass is the 
greatest product of agriculture. The hay 
crop of the United States is worth more 
than the cotton crop. More than palf the 
tillable land of England, where -land is 
worth from $100 ta $1,000 per acre, is in grass. 
The farmers of Kentucky, as you suggest, 
save grotvn rich, not by their hemp, wheat 
or corn, but by their blue grass. Georgia 
may and ovght to do the same. Her bermu- 
da is more valuable for pastures and for 
hay than the blue grass of Kentucky. On 
land of equal fertility the bermuda will 


yield more graziery per acre than the blue. 


grass. It is more nutritious and can be 
pastured more months.in the year. The 
bermuda grass méadows on the creek bot- 
toms in middle Georgia, I have been told 
by their owners, will, in a fair season, yield 
five or six tons of hay per acre. 

The Methodist church in Forsyth stands 
on @ lot 200 feet square. The bermuda grass 
on that lot was sold a few years ago at 
guction twice the same season, the pur- 
chaser to cut and remove it.

“at both sales by the same man, who paid

It will make 
more and better dairy products than western 
New York or central Ohio. These are not 
random statemeénts, they are sober facts, 
and we challenge tho intelligence of our 
farming brethren to their truth,

STRUCK THE WIRE. 


Lightning Caused a Blaze in the 
Journal Office. 
A stroke of lightning last night during 
the heavy rain struck thé wire connected 
with the motor in the composing room of 
The Atlanta Journal and a fire was the 
result. 
By marvelously quick work Chief Joyner 
and his men got the flames under control, 
and that, too, with the use of the chemical 
alone, nearly, the water damage being ex- 
céeedingly slight. 
There were two very heavy showers be- 
tween 8 and 9 o’clock last night, and_ in 
the last one there were several very vigor- 
ous flashes of NMghtning. One of these 
struck the wire of the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street railway, stopping all the cars for 
several minutes, and another struck the 
wires leading into The Journal office. 
According to the statement of the super- 
intendent of the Georgia Electric Light 
Company’s construction service, who was 
on the scene as quickly as the fifemen, the 
motor was burned out and the flames com- 
municated to the walls and to a near-by 
elevator shaft, where the draft took it be- 
tween the roof and the walls. He said that 
the switch was closed, or the lightning 
could not have caused the fire. 
It was nearly half an hout after the 
storm had passed when sdme one discov- 
ered the smoke issuing from the rear and 
top of The Journal office. He rushed to 
the headquarters and a telephone alarm 
signal was rung. In less than five min- 
utes after the three taps of the big bell 
the chemical.men had a stream on the fire 
inside. At the same time the fire, 
reached the roof and the skylights had 
cracked and fallen to the floor. Just at 
this juncture the blaze was at its highést 
and could be seen all over the city. 
Chief Joyner, who was at the Aragon ho- 
tel when the alarm was rung, reached the 
scene and ordered a hose to be directed at 
the walls. Care was taken to avoid wet- 
ting the type-setting machines, which came 
out of the general confusion free ftom 
damage. 
How It Was Caused. 

For a time the fire looked exceedingly 
dangerous, and its source was a mystery. 
As soon as the smtoke began te clear away 
Superintendent Carhart, of the electric 
light company, examined the motor which 
is used to run the machines. Jt is a three- 
horse power motor. 
“IT found the switch. closed,” said he, 
“while the one in the room of the artist 
was open. His motor was not damaged in 
the slightest. There is no doubt but that 
lightning struck the wire and the motor 
was burned éut. If the switch had been 
open it could not have happened.” 

About The Journals Loss. 
Mr. Cabaniss stated that he could not 
give the loss with very much accuracy, but 
thotght that it would be about $600, and 
not more than $750. The loss is fully cov- 
ered by insurance.

It may be that the Boys’ High school 
will not be érected after the plans submit- 


ted by Golucke & Stewart, after all. 
And it may be that thuse same plans will 


find themselves among the archives of the 
county of Fulton and fh the custody of the 


clerk of the superior court. 
During the day yesterday it was said 


that some one, just who, however, could 
not be ascertained, would apply for an in- 
junction to prevent the erection of the 
Boys’ High school by those plans. The 
same oracle went so far as to assert that 
Mr. Norrman, one of the competing archi- 
tects, would take cut the injunetion, but 
when that gentleman was approached he 
denied that he contemplated such 4 step, 
but asserted that he had heard that some 
one Might ask for the injunction, with- 
out, however, saying who it was. 

No application was made during the day

Allen beat and bruised his wife many times 
with his fist or and convenient article, 
when under the influence of whisky, ac- 
cording to his wife's petition. 

In view of all these facts she asks for e 
total separation, and in connection with 
the divorce files another legal paper. 

Threatened Her to Get Property. 

In this bill Mrs. Allen alleges that she 
was worth, in her own name, at the time 
of her. marriage with Bartow Allen, not 
less than $10,000. She says that he not only 
refused to support her, but refused to go 
into any business unless she transferred to 
him a lot on the corner of Hunter and 
King streets. This lot, she claims, was 
conveyed to him for the apparent consider- 
ation of $900. This was not paid to her, 
she says, but was used by her hlusband to 
build a house upon the property.

CHICAGO, September 11.—Regardless of 
the government report, which showed a 
somewhat better condition on wheat than 
expected, the market, on general principles, 
opened strong and higher, but quickly sold 
off lack of demand and the liberal offer- 
ings.

Overproduction of 1894, 


From The New York Financier. 

Once a year there is held in Europe, gen- 
erally at Vienna, a great erop congress, 
at which careful estimates are made of 
the world’s crop of cereals. The Hungarian 
minister of agriculture also issues an an- 
nual bulletin, which ts carefully compiled. 
The estimates this year are interesting, 
in view of the prevailing low prices, an 
the necessity of increased exports from 
America, if the farmer is to enjoy that de- 
gree of prosperity which is essential to 
the general prosperity of the country. 

According to the estimates cited, 
wheat crop of the world will be 2,476,000,000, 
or nearly 200,000,000 bushels more than the 
1893 crop. The average production for the 
past decade has been 2,280,0w,000 bushels. 
A comparison thus shows that this year’s 
crop is about one-tenth larger than the 
ordinary. 

The thirteen leading countries of Europe 
will require this year an importation of 
364,526,000 bushels to cover the deficit in 
their own production against 3.9,000,000 last 
year, while the surplus of exporting coun- 
tries will be 444,245,000, an increase of 49,- 
581,000 bushels over 1893. The demand, there- 
fore, is 14,474,000 bushels less, and the pro- 
duction 45,581,000 bushels more, making an 
apparent surplus of 60,055,000 bushels, not 
counting the visible supply of last year’s 
wheat still on hand. 

The European estimates place the pro- 
duction of the United States at 408,528,000 
bushels, leaving an export surplus of 7),- 
25,000 bushels. 

As our yearly production for the past de- 
cade approximates this figure, the totals 
are to be considered in the main correct. 
The American farmer, it will be noted, 
has a surplus greater than the excess of all 
other countries. In other words, if the 
above estimates are  reliabie, the world 
could live for one yéar without touching a 
bushel of American wheat. This does not 
look encouraging to those who have been 
hoping for higher prices. Our corn crop 
will be at least 300,000,000 bushels short, 
and the wheat surplus may be drawn upon 
to supply this deficit, but wheat and corn 
do not appear to be interchangeable pro- 
ducts; that is, wheat has never yet taken 
the place of corn in stock raisinz, although 
the experiment is now being tried on a 
larger scale than ever, and with satisfactory 
results. 

The crop of Argentine Republic is estimat- 
ed as 117,508,000 bushels, a surplus of 73,- 
(62,000 bushels, or a total larger than the 
United States reports. 

The South American republic consumes 
aunvally less than 35,000,000 bushels, a fact 
that does not seem out of piace, when it 
is stated that the country has pdut four 
inhabitants per square mile, 1,500,000 of the 
4,000.000 people living in tne province of 
Buenos Ayres. The financial condition of 
our latest competitor is not generaliy under- 
Stood. Omitting cheap labor and depréciat; 
€u currency as factors in production, the 
urgent necessities of the government com- 
pel sales at any figure, no matter how 
ruinous. The different states have an enor- 
mous salasy list, and are burdened by debts 
on which interest is reguiarly defaulted. 

The total revenues of the republic are 
about $35,000,000, one-third of which is ap- 
plied to salary accounts. Were interest 
paid on the enormous internal and external 
debt, held principally in isngland, the rev- 
enues would be wholly absorbed. Added to 
this, a volume of non-interest bearing notes 
or fiat money equal to the bonded debt 
is outstanding, and worth not over one- 
half its face value. Gold is at an enormous 
premium, and interest-bearing accounts 
payable in coin necessitate sales in Euro- 
pean markets at priees the producer woulu 
not accept, were it not that the currency 
of the republic has beén ruined by the wild-

Northen will devote his future, . 

Governor Northen is te be the executive 
head of the great scheme; the general 
managers of the railroads entering Atlanta 
are to be the directors. Thousands of dol- 


lars will be spent in bringing people to 

; ria. 

: 4 plan is the broadest and most per- 
fectly conceived that has ever been ad- 
vanced. 1t contemplates the appointment 
of an agent in every county in the state 
and extending the work of Inducing immi- 
grants to come to Georgia into every state 
in the union. 

The general office, to be located in At- 
Janta, Will be opened NovemDer ist. Right 
from the governor's chair to this work, 
the governor will go. He enters the work 
enthusiastically, energetically. He will de- 
vote to it all his time and energy. He will 
spend a great deal of his time traveling, 
and great results may be expected from 
his splendid efforts. 

The governor sees before him a great 
field for development, and patriotically he 
has set about the work. He thinks Geor- 
gia the best state in the union, and that 
it possesses great advantages over every 
other state in the unton. During his last 
term as governor this view has been em- 
phasized and strengthened. 

He has traveled extensively during the 
past two years, and has been able to real- 
ize more than ever Georgia’s opportunity. 
He saw a neglected field, and hastened to 
occupy it. 

He has matured his plans with the great- 
est deliberation. He went to the several 
railroads with his proposition. and asked 
their co-operation.

Indeed, the people of the 
State are fully as much interested in the 
enterprise f am proposing as I am mysélf. 
i shall be pleased to have them understand 
my plans, as I shall want their fullest co- 
operation and aid. 

“Every thinking man can but see the 
necessity for building up our rural dis- 
tricts, Our people are abandoning the cotn- 
try toa great extent, because of the lack of 

tucational and social advantages. If this 
poliey continues the towns themselves must 
evidently break down for the lack of sup- 
port by what should be the sale of products 
from the country; the decay of the towns 
must carry with them, necessarily, ail the 
industries that make ghe weaith and growth 
of the state. 

“This policy I hope to change, and to do 
this | desire to accomplish two objects.

Biate. I had some hope that the last legis- 
lature would, at least, aythorize the publi- 
cation of a handbook for the state, but you, 
coubtless, remember that a bill introduced 
for such purpose failed in the senate. Hav- 
ing lost all hope, after repeated effort, to 
have the state undertake this work and 
brofoundly impressed with its importance, I 
Gelermined to seek aid from other sources, 
al the same time assuming myself the man- 
&eement of a Oureau of information for the 
Staie, relying for aid upon such public- 
Spirited corporations and individual citizens 
43 Might recognize the advantages to come 
to the general good of the state. ’ 

“This bureau I will make also a land and 
immigration agency. With this view I be- 
gan conference with the leading railroad 
vilicials of the state some months ago, 
woillst I found all of them in hearty sympa- 
thy with my suggestions, they were not 
then in position to act authoritatively. Since 
the reorganization of some of the leading 
roads that enter the state, indeed, at the 
recent session of the steamship association 
&t Manhattan beach, the roads of the state 
Contributed $12,000 to the purposes of the 
bureau to be organized upon a plan that I 
had submitted to them. The officials ex- 
press themselves as ready to do their part 
in an effort to develop and advance the 
state and to aid me, to this end, in bringing 
Fultable settlers in to occupy our vacant 
farms and start new industries in our cities 
Gnd towns. | 

“My next step will be, ¢hrough represen- 
tatives that I am now selecting in the dif- 
ferent counties of the state, to induce local 
interests sufficient to furnish me matter

THE SCHOOL BOOK KICK. 


One Firm Breaks Away from the Price 
List Agreed Upon. 

Kicking on the price lists furnished to 
the schools by the local book dealers has 
been greatly increased since the regular 
retail list of the book firms has been pub- 
lished. | 

The-result has been that the local agency 
for the American Book Company will sell 
books at retail at the list price to all who 
call for them. This is what Major Joseph 
Van Holt Nash, who is in charge of the 
agency, decided upon yesterday morning. 

This action on his part was called forth 
by the several @emands made yesterday for 
schoolbooks at retail, During the early 
morning some one came into the office of 
the American. Book Comipany and asked 
for an Appleton’s First Reader, which is 
being sold by the dealers, so it is claimed, 
at more than the listed price. Major Nash 
instructed those in the office to sell at the 
list price any book in stock that was 
called for. 

Upon all books the retail dealers make a 
profit of 25 per cent, wtrich they claim «is 
not enough in some instances, They receive 
from the book companies a discount of 20 
per cent from the list prices, which are 
supposed to be the prevailing prices. When 
there was a fight over the sctoolbook ques- 
tion among the different firms, the Ameri- 
can Book Company prepared an agreement, 
which if enforced by the various county and 
city boards or education, would Keep the 
books down to the list price. This agree- 
ment is to the effect that if retail dealers 
advance upon the Ust prices they shall no 
longer secure the 20 per cent off on books. 
For some reason the Atlanta board of edu- 
eation nevér worried with this agreement, 
but permitted the price list of the retailers 
to be circulated. 

In this connection it is understood that 
Judge W. R. Hammond, chairman of the 
textbook committee of the board of educa- 
tion, will call the board’s attention to this 
state of affairs. It has come to his ears 
that there is at least one instance where a 
Maury’s Manual Geography was sold for 
$1.50, when the listed price is $1.25. This 
entails a profit of BW per cent. The 20 per 
cent off of $1.25 leaves the cost price $1 and 
the addition of 580 cents for the retailer 
makes this profit clearly 50 per cent.

Of course, the cause of this rush of popu- 
lation to Atlanta just at the time it came is 
easily accounted for. The recent enactment 
by congress of the exposition bill setting 
forth an appropriation to the exposition 
to be held in Atianta in the fall of ’% has 
had a tendency to fix the success of the 
exposition in advance and almost instan- 
taneously the flood of people to the vacant 
houses throughout the city began. 

Every one of the real estate agents of 
the city has a thrilling story to tell about 
the demand for buildings and for homes. 

The fact is clear that Atlanta will within 
the next few months show an increase of 
population amounting to something truly 
wonderful. It is no fabulous ‘speculation. 

When one sits for ten minutes 
in the office of a prominent renting agent 
and se@s na less than three or four appli- 
cants for houses come in, it Is an evidence 
that cannot be contradicted, telling with 
striking force the city is filling up with 
people and that within a short time there 
will not be enough houses in this big town 
to give shelter to all the people who are 
from day to day knocking at the doors of 
the city. 

And the best part of it is that this rush 
of people to the city is not brought about 
by the simple annual change of base and 
house moving that comes on about the first 
of September every year. It is more than 
this. It is a steady and substantial filling 
in of people—people who are coming here 
from afar and from neighboring cities as 
well. The real estate agents all suy that 
the number of people from Macon and other 
towns around Atlanta who apply from day 
to day for houses in the city is considera- 
ble. 

By the time the exposition is ready to 
fling wide its gates to the world, Atlunta 
will have a perfectly wonderful tocal and 
permanent population as compared with 
that of today. 

Colonel West Talks. 

“Of course, this firm does not carry on 
a renting business,’’ said Colonel A. J, 
West yesterday, “but I have frequently 
been placed lately In a position to observe 
the great demand for house room in the 
city by incoming people. 

‘Here in my office I am approached every 
dey by two or three persous wanting to 
‘engage a house. They want to rent, as a 
usual thing, nice houses, too, which serves 
to show that the business is healthful ang 
of the best possible class for the city. The 
demand for real estate, too, is steadily in- 


‘creasing, and you would be surprised to see 


how many applicants we have here every 
day of the world now for jots and houses. 

“The fact is just this: The whole town is 
filling up with people. New people are 
coming here. People are coming from the 
north and from the west and from the 
towns ali around in fhis section of the 
south. 

“Kver since the appropriation for the 
government building was made by the na- 
tional congress and the enormity of the 
coming exposition was thus made sure, 
there has been’ a steady stream of people 
and capital pouring into this city. It is 
positively gratifying to note the change 
within the past few weeks.” 

Mr. Forest Adair’s Estimates. 

Mr. Forrest Adair, of the firm of G, W. 
Adair & Son, talks with interest about 
the situation. 

“Not many days ago,’’ said he to a Con- 
stitution reporter yesterday, “I took oc- 
casion to note the number of houses we 
had rented that day.

TO TEST THE NEW ENGINE.

Artesian Well Cistern. 

The new engine for Atlanta’s fire depart- 
ment will be tested publicly this afternoon 
at 3 o’clock, and it will probably be ac- 
cepted by Chief Joyner. 

The representatives of the La France 
company, which built the engine, reached 
the city yesterday, Mr. T. L. Pitcher is 
agent of the company, and will deliver the 
engine to the city, and Mr. Asa La France 
will run the engine during the test. 

The engine is one of the first-class steam- 
ers, and has a capacity of 1.000 gallo ber 
minuté—Atlanta’s other engines being of @ 
smaller capacity. The test will be made at 
the artesian well cistern, and will be wit- 
nessed by the board of firemasters and 
probably most of the members of’ the 
general council. 

The engine throws four fine fire streams, 
and can quickly dispose of a fire with one 
Stream from a two-inch nozzle. The big 
truck No, 2 will be used, and the hose 
will be run up to the water tower and the 
Stream thrown from there. All sorts of 
tests will be made in order that the com- 
pleteness of the engine may be displayed,
